In both you. ſee the Wiſdom: of God, that can 
preſerve the Truth, . and foretell things to come 
in a ſingle Name: and you ſee in both under- 
ſtanding given to men to count the Myſteri- 
ous Nambers: of Myſterious Perſons; Chriſt 
the Great Witneſs of Truth,” and Antichriſt the 
great Witneſs of Deceit. 
There remains a petty . Scruple or two: 
1. Why was not the Name of Antichriſt [to 
be number'd in Greek, as the: Name of Jeſus ? 
The anſwer is eafie. The Uniformity is better 
AS it 1s. . For as Chriſt an Hebrew, was num- 
ber'd in Greek, fo - Antichriſt a Roman, is 
number'd in Hebrew. If ye ask, why not.an 
Hebrew in Hebrew; and a Roman in Roman ?

Supremacy, took it upon himſelf the beſt way 
he could, by the equivocal Title of Servant of 
the Servants of God. In the mean time neglect- - 
ing no Stratagems to: promote his Supreme 
Authority. For which ſole end , he ſent his 


Agents, Auſtin and the other Monks into England, 
{ co lay the foundation of his Ufurpations there. 


So that of a truth Gregory was the Firſt Marown, 
at leaſt in plot and deſign : but his Succeſſour 
Boniface the third, was an open and profeſt One, 
who obtain'd of Phocas Emperour the Title of 
Supreme Biſhap and Lord of the Church.. And the 
Uſurpation had ſuch ſuccefs, that Bowface the 
Eighth, in folemn Jubilee, Artired one day it: 
Pontificalibus, another in -Imperialibus, with two 


- Swords before him, made Proclamation that 


he was Supreme -Lord and Emperour of the 
Whole World, and Accurled all the Kings of 
the Earth that ſubjected not their Kingdoms to: 
him. 

So egregious is that Lye of the Title of 
Moſt Holy, and of the Servant of the Servants of 
God, that ſince the tune of that moſt ambi- 
tious Hypocrite Gregory the Great, there has. 
not reign'd One Pope but what has been a 
monſtrous Beaſt in Manners; All monſtrous. 
in Pride, Coyerouſncls, Rebellion, Deceit, Ulur- 


pation 
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pation and Impoſtures: And Moſt, profeſt- 


Atheiſts, '"Whoremongers, Sodomites, Simorti- 


acks, Blood-ſhedders, Incendiaries, fo unwea- 
ried in plotting and raiſing Warres among; 


Chriſtian Kings and Princes, -murdering the 
Fathers by the Sons, and Brother by Brother, 
Soveraigns | by Subjects,” and one Neighbour- 


ing Prince by another ; that 'we read in Hi-- 


ſtory more 'Chriſtian'and Royal Blood ſhed 
by the- Popes of Rome, than ever was ſhed by 
all the * Enemies of the Church of God, ſince 
God tad a Church on earth. - While then the 
Pope acts thus moſt bloodily and moſt beaſtly, 


and yet calls himſelf Moſt Holy : We anſwer 


from the Holy Ghoſt ; Maromah; The Lord 
Rome ſpeaketh lies. | 
Laſtly, He lyeth by his Emiſſaries. For 
theſe are taught and teach; - That to Lye and 
Equivocate is their Duty, when it ſerves their 
Maſters turn, Therefore they Equivocate 'in: 
their Names, and Habits, and Profeſſions, 
changing them every day, and often in a day, 
as the weather of their Aﬀairs changeth. They 
equivocate in their Doctrines, relolving their 
Caſes and Controverſtes, as may ferve to en- 
gage all manner of Proſelytes. They Equivo- 
cate at the Barr of Juſtice , holding Murders 
| \ and

and - Maſſacres to be juſt, and -'no- Oaths ſo 
lawful as: fuch' as ſerve to conceal their Plots. 
They Equivocate:on their private death-bed; 
and give up their Ghoſt with Oaths! of 'Bq 
vocation; as {is certain' of 'Trefham's 'Caſe in 
King James his time, acknowledg'd by: Garnet 
hin. What ' wonder then-it they- dye: on 
the Gallows with Oaths 'of Equivocation! We 
are ſure the Murderers- of Sir Edmundbary Gods 
frey dyed- with Lyes, or (which is the - moſt 
deceitful kind of lyes)-with Equivocation and 
horrid Execration denying that bloody Fact.
